After several weeks of 
p r e s e n t a t i o n s 
a n d 
deliberations, 
com m is­ 
sioners had narrowed their 
choice of firms down to two-- 
Comprehensive 
Planners, 
and Southwestern Appraisal 
Co. of Austin. 
Monday, 
commissioners 
discussed the m atter with 
Mrs. 
Helen 
Lawson, 
the 
county’s 
tax 
assessor- 
collector and she indicated 
her preference would be 
Southwestern Appraisal. 
Commissioner 
Raymond 
Jenkins also indicated his 
preference for Southwestern 
Appraisal by commenting, 
“ I think a man from Texas 
would know more about land 
here than a m an from 
Mississippi.” 
However, 
Commissioner 
Bailey Dickerson looked at 
costs and decided in favor of 
Comprehensive 
Planners, 
stating 
that 
he 
felt 
the 
Mississippi firm would “do 
the same work for a lot 
less.” 
Comprehensive’s bid for 
the job was $385,000, while 
Southwestern bid $458,000. 
In earlier presentations 
last 
m onth, 
the 
Com ­ 
prehensive 
representative 


had told commissioners that 
the firm normally would 
charge more for the task, 
however, they are eager to 
“get a foot in Texas” in the 
re-appraisal business. 
Southw estern’s 
re p re s­ 
entative defended his higher 
price tag by saying that his 
firm believed in doing the 
job “right,” and that the 
price was fair for thorough, 
accurate work. 
In discussion M onday, 
Commissioner Carl Marion 
sided with Dickerson for 
Comprehensive 
Planners, 
saying, “ I’ve studied them 
all and it looks like they 
(Comprehensive) have the 
best offer.” 
On a motion by Marion, 
the 
court 
m em bers 
unanimously awarded the 
contract to Comprehensive 
Planners, and Mrs. Lawson 
indicated that she thought 
the work could begin within 
30 days.

Following a partial victory 
in court against a city or­ 
dinance regulating coin­ 
operated machines, the Fun 
Chamber will reopen later 
this week. 
Owners Larry Bynum and 
Craig Chambers and em ­ 
ployee Jack W Milton filed 
almost two weeks ago in 
federal court to have the 
ordinance regulating skill or 
p le a s u re 
c o in -o p e ra ted 
machines set aside. 
They claim ed the o r­ 
dinance deprived them of 
their property without due 
process of law and that the 
ordinance 
was 
“ vague, 
unreasonable, arbitrary and 
d iscrim in ato ry .’’ 
Those 
named in the petition in­ 
cluded the City of Plano, 
M ayor N orm an W hitsitt, 
City Secretary Betty Taylor, 
Police Chief J.B . Toler, 
H ealth 
Officer 
A B . 
Schnider, Building Inspector 
Ralph Shick, and Fire Chief 
Lee Mayfield. 
Without ruling on any of 
the plaintiffs’ allegations, 
Judge 
W illiam 
Wayne 
Justice 
Friday 
instructed 
the city to stop enforcing the 
sections 
of 
the 
law 
prohibiting convicted felons 
from obtaining licenses. 
The ordinance 
provides 
that the City Secretary not 
issue a license if it is found 
that the applicant “has been 
finally convicted of a felony 
in a court of competent 
jurisdiction during the IO 
years preceding the filing of 
the application, or has been 
on probation or parole as a 
result of a felony conviction 
during 
the 
five 
years 
preceding the filing of the 
application.’’ 
The police departm ent 
was notified early Friday 
evening of the court’s ruling, 
but the business will not re­ 
open until Saturday. It is 
located on 15th Street in 
downtown Plano. 
Bynum , Cham bers and 
Milton claim ed 
the 
o r­ 
dinance violated the con­ 
stitution by taking their 
property (the lease) without 
due process of law 
The 
plaintiffs also claimed Toler 


“ordered and did cause to be 
closed down the plaintiffs' 
place of business.” 
City officials said the 
business was given a citation 
for failing to obtain a license 
as provided in the ordinance, 
but it was not closed down. 
The plaintiffs also said 
they had applied for a 
license which was denied, 
but city officials claimed an 
application was picked upt 
never returned. 
The plaintiffs alleged in 
their petition that the $300 
license fee is too high and 
has no relation to costs of 
supervision, regulation 
or 
inspection; 
that the o r­ 
dinance arbitrarily exempts 
others from the ordinance 
and is thus directed solely 
against the plaintiffs; and 
that 
pre-licensing 
in ­ 
vestigations by police, fire, 
health and building officials 
are arbitrary and the or­ 
dinance provides no criteria 
for the investigations. 
Justice ruled on none of 
these allegations, so the city 
will continue to enforce all 
sections of the ordinance 
other than those dealing with 
denying licenses to con­ 
victed felons.

Food Prices Drop 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
C onsum er 
food 
prices 
showed the biggest drop of 
any month in seven years in 
A pril, helping slow 
the 
recent 
rapid 
rise 
in 
Americans’ cost of living, 
the governm ent reported 
today. 
Even with the favorable 
figures on food, the overall 
consumer price index rose 
0.6 
per 
cent 
in 
April, 
how ever, because of in­ 
creases in prices of gasoline, 
clothing, and other retail 


goods. 
Sharply lower beef prices 
and declines in the super­ 
m arket cost of pork, poultry, 
eggs and fresh vegetables 
resulted in a 0.4 per cent 
drop in food prices last 
m onth. 
This was the first decline 
in food prices since Sep­ 
tember and the biggest one- 
m onth 
falloff 
since 
February, 1967, the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said. 
Although the overall rise 
was the smallest in 
the 


closely watched Consumer 
Price Index since a 0.3 per 
cent rise last September, 
prices Americans pay for 
retail goods still were 10.2 
per cent higher than a year 
ago. 
That is an unusually steep 
climb by historical 
stan­ 
dards, and an indication that 
the nation is still fighting a 
severe inflationary problem. 
The rise in consum er 
prices has been even greater 
in the past three months, 12.1 
per cent.

All but one of our present 
operating plants were designed and 
built to utilize natural gas for 
electric power generation.
